building. This dome alone vail he a 
sight second to none in the exposition. 
To give it beauty and architectural 
race the great dome will be surround- 


ed by- numerous pillars, and the win- 
dows, of the richest-'hued stained glass, 
will shed a lovely light on an interior 
that will be a marvel of ecclesiaastlcal 
art. 


"I have spoken of the dome first, be- 


cause it will be the most wonderful fea- 
ture of the building, but there are 
other beauties so numerous that it will 
take a day to view the structure, and 
then the sightseer will find fresh fea- 
tures to admire. 
From the ground 


the building will rise to a series of 
terraces, which will support hanging 
gardens. 


"Under-the cupolas that will sur- 


round the central dome there will be 
lepresentations in panoramic views of 
the events in which Christians 
are 


most interested. The scenes on Calva- 
ry will be graphically depicted; the ag- 
ony in the Garden of Gethesmane and 
other scenes in the life of Christ will 
be sho~nn in a striking manner.

world will soon be launched at 
ter, Pa. The Roach shipyard! 
build this steamer for the Staaferd 
Oil Company. Ii will co$t-*bovt H50,- 
000. Its capacity will be 7JO.MO «al- 
lons of oil. In other words, on every 
trip it will carry 
oil.enough to fill 


5,000,000 lamps and keep them burnlne 
twelve hours. At the present export 
price of oil the cargo will be worth 
a little less than $500,000. 


The ship was designed by Joan Hang, 


the Standard Oil Company's eagiaeer, 
whose headquarters are in Philadel- 
phia. U wiil have some unique fea- 
tures. Heretofore oil tank ship* hav» 
been built with all the storage room 
forward and the fuel, boilers and ma- 
chinery aft. The new ship will have 
tanks both fore and aft, and the ma- 
chinery, the quarters for the men, etc., 
will be amidships. An ingenious con- 
trivance will protect the oil from pos- 
sible contact with fire by leakage. 
There will be a well between the oil 
tanks and the engine room alt and an- 
other between tae oil tanks forward 
and the boiler room. These well* will 
be filled with water. Each well will 
he capped with a,small tank on deck. 
If there should be any leakage of gas 
or oil, the escape will be shown on 
the surface of the water in the 
well tank on the deck. , It can 
he 
pumped 
out from this small 


tank without danger. In any event, 
the oil or gas escaping will not pene- 
trate laterally, hut will rise.

Floors Jn Germnny. 


Paper floors are enjoying a steadily 


increasing popularity in 
Germany, 


which is readily explained by the 
many advantages they possess over 
wooden flooring. An important ad- 
vantage consists in the absence of 
joints, whereby accumulations of dust, 
vormin,( and 
fungi, 
dangcj-ous 
to 


health, nre done awny with. The now 
paper floors are bad conductors of 
he.it and sound, and in spite of their 
hardness hare n linoleum-like, soft 
feel to the fool. The costs are con- 
slrtorahly lower than those of floors 
made of hard wood. The pnper mass 
receives, a small addition of cement 
ns-binder, and is shipped in bacs, in 
powder form. The mass Is stirred into 
a stiff paste, spread out on tho floor, 
pressed down by means of rollers, and 
painted with oakwood, nutwood, or 
mahogany color, after drying.

OIL TANK STEA3IHU. 


Another remarkable feature of the 


new ship will be a fuel oil tank four 
feet deep nest the bottom, extending 
from one end of the ship to the other. 
It is intended to operate the ship with 
fuel oil if possible, but if this proves 
impracticable there are the coal bunk- 
ers which will hold an ample supply of 
fuel, 
The experiment with fuel oil 


will be watched with great interest by 
men interested In transportation. It 
was used some time ago on a tank 
steamer, hut unsuccessfully. The navy 
department has been testing it also and 
with some success. 


A bulkhead running through the ship 
ongitudinaily will divide the tank ' 
space in half. In each side of this bulk- 
head there will be water tight parti- 
tions, three forward and three aft, 
which will make the number of tank 
divisions twelve. t These will vary in 
iepth with the shape of the vessel, the 
smallest being twenty-three feet 6 inch- 
2S deep. The largest tank will hold 
144,000 gallons of oil — almost as much 
as the largest oil tank barge now in 
service. 


In the handling of oil there is great 


danger from volatilization. An expe- 
rience which a workman at the Roach 
shipyard had with th4e steamer Stand- 
ard when it was being transformed in- 
to a barge illustrated this. 
A tank 


had been allowed to stand empty for 
a number of days and then had been 
pumped full of water to drive out* all 
the gases. A very litle naphtha had 
stuck in the main when the tanks were 
emptied. It was pumped with the wa-' 
ter into the tank, where it clung to ti« 
skin. When the first workman de- 
scended into the tank with a lamp the 
gas from the naphtha exploded, tearing 
off part of the deck and injuring the 
man seriously. 


To provide against pitching and 


shifting of the oil expansion tanks will 
be built on deck. These tanks will be 
34 feet 9 inches deep. They will con- 
nect with the tanks below through 
small openings, and as the oil in the 
big tanks expand the surplus will be 
forced upwards into the deck's tanks. 
Thus the lower tanks will be full at all 
Limes, ancl the pitching and tossing of 
the oil will be confined to the shallow 
tanks above. 


Each of the deck ta.nks will be pro- 


vided with a large vent hatch, through 
which1 the gases from the oil can es- 
cape. In calm weather these hatchet 
will be raised. 
> 


The tanks on the oil ship will be fill- 


ed through large mains laid on the 
deck anfl below it. There will be lour 
openings In the chief main — one for- 
ward, one aft and two amidships. The 
ship being moored at the oil compa- 
ny's 
dock, the dock tank will be con- 


nected with the main by the flexible 
pipe, and engines on the dock will 
pump the oil into the main. Valve* 
opening from the main into the tanks 
will be controlled from the deck, anft 
the oil will be turned into one link 
after another until the ship is loaded. 
There will be pumping engines on the 
ship to empty tho tanks. 


An oil tank steamer must bo built 


with tho greatest care. On other ship* 
Df iron the rivets which pierce the hull 
:an be left to rust tight Tn AH oil ship 
jvery outer rivet must be calked, or

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BANK VAULT GONE. 


Bold Borvlarc Blew Ooe to 


Bits at Medway.

Medway. MUM., March 21,—The gang 


of bank burclmrs who have been operat- 
ing extensively throughout New Eng- 
land during the pa*t few months, entered 
the Medway Saving* bank just before 'i 
o'clock thta morning and blew open the 
vault. The robber*, who are believed w 
be five in number, escaped without ob- 
taining any plunder. 


Prom the fact that a aecond fuse. ap» 


plied for the purpose of forcing open the 
strong box. had not been lighted, it is 
thought the robbers were frightened 
away by th* noise of the explosion. The 
bank office was completely wrecked. The 
authorities have been able to find no 
clew whereby they could follow. 


The Medway Savings bank is located 


on the street floor of a wooden building 
rjght in the center of the town. At about 
1.85 o'clock this morning, persons living 
near by were awakened by the report 
and shock of a violent explosion. Win- 
dows were opened quickly, and it was 
seen that thf corner of the block in which 
the bank was situated had been shat- 
tered, and It was at once surmised that 
burglars b*d been at work; Citizen* 
gathered very quickly, but when they 
reached the bank thtfeifbo had caused 
the explosion hsTddlsappibaTed. Herbert 
Norton, who lives a-shortdistance from 
the bank, stated that from his window he 
sa'iv five men =ieayett^i^ce,ahTKffltTm- 
mediately after t^e explosion. 


Those who first entered the office saw 


that great havoc hall been caused in the 
attempt to blow open the safe. The outer 
doors of,the vault had been blown o3, 
all the furniture was shattered, the.win- 
dows* and doors of the o'fflc* Wre &!<>*"» 
out. a hole had been forced through one 
of the partitions Into *n adjiqnlng store. 
Although so much damage had been done 
outside of the safe, the strong box had 
not. been injured, but a fuse bad been 
applied to an opening made by the bur- 
glare, but apparently^no. attempt had 
been made to ignite tt, and it was plain 
that the robbers had secured no booty. 
, The bank officials and the town author- 
ities, who reached the' bank among the 
first of the citisens, as soon as they found 
that no.thing had been taken, began a 
thorough search of, the premises. They 
soon -learned ' that the burglars had 
gained.an entrance to the bank by forc- 
ing theside door of a jewelry store, which 
is in the same building as the bank, but 
which runs across the rear of it. After 
entering the jewelry store, they passed 
through a* door on the inner side.' and 
from .there. gained ,access to the bank, 
with little cnance of being observed from 
the outside. In the jewelry store a clock 
was .found lytng'on the - floor. -It was 
stopped at 10 minutes past 1. The clock 
in/the bank office, evidently stopped by 
tlie.explosion, marked 1.35.- This is taken 
to indicate that the burglars were en- 
gaged in the bank for about 25 minutes. 


i Bxceptirig the evidence of their work 
in-the bank and the jewelry store, the 
authorities we're Unable to find any other 
trace of the robbers. As soon as possible 
this forenoon, messages were sent to all 
the near-by towns and to-the police of 
ifoston and other cities, announcing that 
the bank" had been.broken into, and re- 
Questing that all officials endeavor to 
locate the burglars. 


Medway, the scene of the affair, is a 


small town on the New England division 
of the New/York, New Haven and Hart- 
foj'd railroad, About '25 miles from Bos- 
ton, it has a'population, Of about 3000. 
TheJUedway Savings-bank is,a prosper- 
ous institution, with deposits of about 
$275,000. Milton M. Fisher is its presi- 
dent, and F. L. FUher Us treasurer, Med- 
v,v&y is about 10 miles from Wrentham, 
where burglar* operated successfully on 
a,bank some months ago, and is about 12 
rrtiies from SJatefsviUe, R. I., where an 
unsuccessful attempt to rob a bank was 
made more recently. 


Information was received early in the 


forenoon that four or five men were seen 
shortly after * o'clock driving rapidly 
in the direction of HbUiston. The bur- 
glars wore undoubtedly professionals, 
and-notwithstanding- the fact that the 
entirc'town was aroui^i'tiycseveral resi- 
dehts,iSvho fired,pistol/ehota^and rang

those battlements, the gnui fortresses 
itill represent the shackled menace of 
Spain's vanished power. Within those 
walla, deep down iu the rock's reces- 
ses, many a budding aspiration and 
thought of liberty has been foully 
crushed out. 


The story of Morro and Cabanas 


prisons can never be adequately told. 
It contains such depth of human mis- 
ery, such refinement of mental torture, 
Buch barbarity of physical suffering en- 
forced by inhuman jailers, that the 
full truth must ever hide its bead 
from the scrutiny of civilization. 
- The entrance to the Cabanas 1$ 
reached by a narrow 
passageway, 


winding round the face of the cliff 
from the rickety wharf at the water's 
edge. Zinc covered and paved, this 
road has be^n a way of sorrow- for 
many a prisoner who has wearily 
tramped up the steep incline. Few have 
returned along that path. Tli&'ioajar- 
Ity have faced fate--more or loss brav- 
ely, with their backs to the firing 
squad and a cry of "'Cuba libreJ" 


Forty feet from- the.summit of the 


cliff a small grass covered, plot is 
reached. In front are two gnarled and 
rugged laurel trees, their roots stretch- 
ing down the slope and showing 
through the scanty boil like the bones 
of some partly exhumed mammoth. 


To this spot such of Spain's prisoners 


who had been allowed the privilege oi 
communicating with their friends were 
led, sbacfcelled and guarded, fonr^old- 
iers to each man, and for a brief mo- 
ment permitted to breathe the clear air 
and enjoy the bright sunshine. For 
thirty precious minutes they had a 
glimpse of the world outside/ before 
being thrust back into their dungeons 
In the inner walls of the Cabanas. It 
was here -that General Lee conferred 
with the Competitor prisoners, and 
here where Julio Sanguilly, after many 
months' confinement, proposed to break 
loose from his guards arid escape "down 
the cliff. Preferring the risk of immedi- 
ate death by a Mauser bullet to con- 
tinue longer subject to the insufferable 
horrors of his prison. 


Crossing this grass plot, a, narrow 


gateway to the loft givos'admittahce to 
the outer works of the fort. To the 
right, the laurlside towers a huge wall 
cut-out of the solid rock, forming a 
posse, or ditch between the land ap- 
proaches aud the outer works. From 
the top of this massive outer defence 
the ground slopes inland, the only ap- 
proach to'.the castle being a smooth, 
Doping sward, raked at all points by 
guns mounted on the walls. This ditch 
extends round the castle until it ends 
In the sea. On the Atorro side it is 
crossed by a wooden drawbridge of 
ancient construction, and raised and 
lowered by an elaborate system of 
weights and pulleys. 


The southern portion of this moat is 


the famous Fosse de los Laurele, mar- 
tyr ground of Cuba's liberty A long, 
gloomy walk, gravelled pn one side, on 
the other the long rank grass. Right

Spanish steak is prepared from twc 


pounds of steak, the round preferred 
two cloves, half a dozen red chilis, one 
tablespoonful flour, some garlic, thyme 
and drippings. 


Seed ihe chilis and cover with boll- 


ing watt-r; soak until tender, then 
scrape the pulp Into the water. Cut 
the steak In small pieces, fry brown In 
hot butter, add flour and brown it, 
cover witli the chili water, add the gar- 
lic and the thyme, simmer until the 
meat is tender and the gravy rich and 
brown. 


Tamales are a favorite dish with 


Americans. Take two quarts yellow 
dried corn and boil it in water mixed 
wit'i one-half teacup of lime." Let it 
boil until" well cooked. 
Wash thor- 


oughly and «rind until it Is very" fine. 
Boll a piece of l»eef in salted water un- 
til it is very tender: let it cool and cut 
it in small pieces. Mix the ground com 
with enough of the broth in which the 
beef was.J>p|l<jd,.t«K.in,aJre It soft, and 
acjd two ^pups of butter or beet drip* 
ping: season with salt and knead thor- 
oughly.

Take three dozen red'chills, Temove 


the seed Jiud roast in a moderate ovenj 
for a few seconds, then place in tepid 
water and grind until fine, together 
with a head of garlic; strain thor- 
oughly. In a stewpan place some drip- 
pings, and when hot, drop iu one onion 
cut fine and a spoonful of flour; let it 
cook a while and then drop in the chili, 
let it come to a boil; add the'cut meat, 
a cup of raisins, a cup of olives, a tea- 
spoonful of sugar, a IIttle salt and pep- 
per, and let it boit again. Then remove 
from the fire. 


Soak dry corn leaves in corn water, 


and whon well soaked shake them and 
apply a thin layer of the corn dough on 
the half,of each leaf; put a spoonful 
of the stew on the prepared leaves, 
cover with the prepared leaves and tie 
with a string also made from leaf. 
When the tamales are finished place 
them in a large pot with a little boil- 
ing water and boil them one hour. Any 
othsr meat may be used. A "metate," 
or grinder can be purchased from any 
Mexican dealer.. 


Chili con carne ia a toqthsome dish, 


It Is made' from beefsteak,' a table- 
spoonful of drippings, two tiblespoon- 
fuls of rice, one quart b'oiling water, 
two large red pepper^ on'ons, salt and 
flour. Cut tho steak Into small pieces 
and put in a frying pan with the hot 
drippings and rice* and a cup of hot 
water; cover closely and cook until 
tender; remove seeds and pai't of veins 
from peppers: cover with a half pint 
boiling water and let them stand until 
cool. Then sqr.eezo them in the hand 
until the water Is thick and red. If 
not thick enough add a little floxir. 
Season with salt and onion, if desired. 
Pour over the meat and servo very hot. 


Spanish fried rice is excellent. Wash 


the rice and brown It in hot butter. 
Add onions, tomatoes and garlic. Cover 
the ^hole with hot water. Season 
with salt and pepper. 
Let the rice 


cook thoroughly, but do not stir it. 


Jimbalaya is a Spanish Creole dish 


and is made from one pound of rice, 
one pound of ham, cut up; two large 
tomatoes, a small piece of red pepper 
and a sprig of parsley. 


Fry these in a heaping spoonful of 


butter; add one pint bf boiling water; 
stir -in the rice slowly, cover the pot 
and set it where it will cook slowly,

"El Ylagcro Universal," Ma- 
drid. 1707, says: "Some of tins metal 
(gold i is still found at 
!Iolgu«m" 


Whenever the es.i?5tenw of gold ia 
Cuba Is discussed this, -mine" at KLM- 
guin is invariably brought forward. 
It is true that some work has been 
done at this point and a little gold has 
been extracted, but there has never 
been any systematic exploration, aud 
th'ere is nothing there which may be 
deified with the name of a mine. 


In like manner most of these min- 


etal resources fade away in the search 
light of investigation, until only cop- 
per, iron and manganese remain. Of 
most of the others listed above, it is 
fair, and proper to say that they have 
been found but not vorked. 
It may 


fairly be doubted if mercury and coitl 
have ever been found, although "de- 
nunciations" of mercury exist. 


Copper occurs frequently, in greater 


or less quantities, in the meiamorpliic 
rocks which form a large porrion of 
th« island of Cuba. The principal 
occurence is as ehalcopyrite, in quartz 
veins in the metamorphic rock, at the 
village of Cobre, in the mountains 
about twelve miles west of the city of 
Santiago de Cuba. The mines at this 
point were discovered some three hun- 
hred years ago and were worked to a 
limited extent, but abvays as crown 
possessions or under royalties to the 
crown. 
They were abandoned and 


had been idle for more than a century j 
when, in 1830, ail English company re-' 
opened them, and worked them syste- 
matically and actively, employing as 
many as 2,000 men, A railroad was 
built from the mines to Santiago Bay. 
The remains of this road still exist.

tary masts are hollow, and access to ' 
the fighting tops is gained through the 
interior. The ammunition is also pass- 
ed up inside. In the smoke and grime 
of battle one can well realize what a 
hell these places would be. 


Another thing that must be consid- 


ered is the fact that this will be the 
United States navy's first practical test 
of the modern' warship. The last ten 
rears have brought about a greater 
and more sudden change in the out- 
ward' appearance of men-of-war than 
has ever been recorded in the history 
of naval affairs. This is in the main 
due to the almost complete banish- 
ment of sails, yards, and the more or 
less intricate rigging necessitated by 
their use, in favor of military masts, 
or, in- some cases, mere signal poles. 


The military mast of to-day is con- 


structed primarily to carry guns, and 
secondarily for signalling purposes, 
for it must be remembered that in all 
cases in which ships have been equip- 
ped with fighting tops since their very 
first inception, the primary duty of the 
mast which upheld it was to carry 
sail for the propulsion of the ship. 


Some of the masts are supplied with,' 


an! upper top for the electric light, a 
peculiarly shaped edifice below to en- 
able three quick-firing guns to be dis-" 
charged right ahead, and a species of 
conning /tower below, from which the 
captain can overlook the smoke clouds 
and see to direct his ship in action. 
The later types are all constructed 
with much the same ideas. 


Some have a lookout, or conning 


tower, others have not, but all teaver- 
three or six pounder quick-firing guns^ 
and electric light projectors, and one 
or two'lighter machine guns in addi- 
tion. 


The small caliber rapid-fire and ma- 
_ 


chine guns employed in tops are sup- 
ported by riflemen, and in every fight 
their work of clearing the guns, sweep- 
ing the decks and superstructures, and 
of picking off the officers and leading, 
men is, to say the least, hazardous. In 
the galley days the military tops were 
fairly well protected, but during the 
ail era the topmen handling the swi- 
vel pieces and deck rakers, and form- 
ng a special corps of musketeers, had 
no protection, except what was given 
by a network of mattress-filled ham- 
mocks.

Australia's CarioaitieB. 


There are some curious things in 
entral Australia. According to Erof. 


Baldwin Spencer, Lake Amadeus, in 
the dry season, is merely a sheet of 
salt, Ayers Rock, about five miles 
round, rises abruptly from the desert.

Meas- 
ures should be taken to bare grocery 
and provision men's horses muzzled, or 
to protect the trees by enclosure of 
some sort 
The children should be 


taught to respect and care for trees 
when set out, and they -will thus be 
come guardians of tree growth instead 
of enemies.
